Start Court St 'Y' 
as union cries foul

As the YMC A broke ground 
Monday on its first new Brook- 
lyn facility in almost 80 years, 
about 20 protestors gathered 
outside the site on Court Street 
and Atlantic Avenue. 

Joined by the ubiquitous in- 
flatable rat, union demonstrators 
slammed developer David Wa- 
lentas and his Two Trees Man- 
agement for hiring non-union 
workers. 

“We want the best for the 
workers there,” said Anthony 
Pugliese, a labor organizer for the 
New York City District Council 
of Carpenters. 

Despite the protest, officials 
descended four stories into the 
large pit where they picked up 
shovels with red ribbons and cast 
away a small pile of dirt. 

Walentas, known for his resi- 
dential conversion of the once in- 
dustrial DUMBO neighborhood, 
bought the former municipal park- 
ing garage at Court and Atlantic, 
leveled it and is now building a 
luxury apartment building with 
ground-floor retail and the 40,000- 
square-foot YMCA on the site. 

The building will include 248 
luxury rental units, an under- 
ground public parking garage, 
and 20,000 square feet of retail 
space on the Court Street side. 

Just as officials were lifting 
shovels in Brooklyn for the Dec. 1 
ground-breaking ceremony, offi- 
cials in Manhattan kicked off the 
city land use review process of a 


major Downtown Brooklyn rezon- 
ing plan that proposes to double the 
amount of office space and turn the 
area into a major commercial hub. 
(See story at left) 

Deputy Mayor Dan Doctoroff, 
who oversees the city’s economic 
development agencies, joined 
Monday morning’s ceremony 
and touted the YMCA as a key to 
the redevelopment of the area. 

“Not only will [the YMCA] 
help build our next generation of 
leaders from communities 


throughout Brooklyn, it will 
serve as an important anchor for 
economic redevelopment in this 
neighborhood,” Doctoroff said. 

With all the potential building 
in Brooklyn, Pugliese said it was 
crucial to encourage developers 
to hire union laborers. 

Councilman David Yassky has 
been setting up meetings between 
developers and unions in the area 
to encourage them to work to-

Pro-shelter Gardeners

To make way for a multibillion dol- 
lar redevelopment of Downtown 
Brooklyn, the city will seize seven 
acres of land including 130 residential 
units, a college and 50 to 60 stores. 

The plan, certified Monday by the 
Department of City Planning to start 
the clock on a seven-month public re- 
view process, delineates four urban re- 
newal areas where the city can use em- 
inent domain to acquire the properties. 

Owners of the buildings would be 
compensated and relocated once devel- 


opers show interest in building on the 
land, said Regina Myer, Brooklyn’s di- 
rector of City Planning. 

Vincent Battista, president of the Insti- 
tute of Design and Construction, on 
Willoughby Street between Gold Street 
and Flatbush Avenue Extension, said that 
if the plan passes he would be forced to 
close the two-year college started by his 
father almost 60 years ago. 

“Where are we going to go? We can’t 
afford to move,” said Battista, who said 
the school is able to operate because it 
owns the building and generates much- 
needed income by renting out space. 


The plan calls for his building to be 
leveled, its site designated as open 

The process recalls the development 
of the Civic Center in the 1950s and 
Metrotech campus in the ’80s, during 
both of which the city claimed land un- 
der eminent domain. 

The newly identified urban renewal 
areas include one along Myrtle Avenue 
between Flatbush Avenue Extension and 
Fleet Place in Fort Greene, which is to 
be used for residential development. 

Three commercial areas would in- 
clude a parcel on the eastern side of 


Adams Street between Fulton and Liv- 
ingston streets, across the street from 
Brooklyn Law School; a parcel on the 
south side of Willoughby Street between 
Bridge and Duffield streets; and a mid- 
block parcel south of Willoughby Street 
between Duffield and Gold streets. 

Property would also be seized to 
make way for open space and greenery 
on the triangle of land bounded by Flat- 
bush Avenue Extension, and Gold Street 
and Willoughby streets; and a parcel on 
the south side of Willoughby Street, be- 
tween Duffield and Gold streets.

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
and top city officials visited the 
Independence Community Bank 
branch in Red Hook last week 
to announce the start of a city 
initiative to support banks in un- 
der-served neighborhoods. 

Under the “Banking Devel- 
opment District Program” the 
city will deposit $100 million in 
banks in communities designat- 
ed as under-served by banks, in- 


cluding Red Hook, Sunset Park, 
South Bronx, South Central 
Harlem, Staten Island’s St. 
George and Roosevelt Island. 

The program is designed to en- 
courage banks to open in devel- 
oping communities and to pro- 
vide loans and financial education 
programs for residents. 

When the branch at 498 Co- 
lumbia St. opened six years ago 
it was the first bank to come into 
the neighborhood in 50 years. 


top British officials have been 
visiting the Red Hook Commu- 
nity Justice Center, the bor- 
ough’s first alternative sentenc- 
ing court, and now plan on 
opening a similar one-stop local 
crime-busting shop of their own 
based on the Brooklyn model. 

Opened three years ago in a 
dilapidated former Catholic 
school on Visitation Place that 
sat vacant for 20 years, the in- 
novative justice center is the 
first in the country to handle 
Criminal, Housing and Family 
court cases in one place, includ- 
ing everything from turnstile 
jumping to drug offenses to 
landlord-tenant disputes. 

In addition to dispensing jus- 
tice, the center aims to address 
the root problems by offering 
drag treatment, job and psycho- 
logical counseling and other 
services that an overcrowded 
court system generally has a 
hard time tracking. 

Judge Alex Calabrese, who 
presides over the airy court- 
room without a gavel, is also 
highly involved with the com- 
munity and attends more than a 
dozen community meetings, 
working closely with the local

dens shelter, which is scheduled 
to open in the next few weeks, 
are calling for a boycott of all 
merchants who have advertise- 
ments on www.ourcarrollgar- 
dens.com, which has been post- 
ing letter and links to other Web 
sites that list the address of the 
new facility in an attempt to pre- 
vent it from opening in the neigh- 
borhood. 

Addresses of battered women’s 
shelters are normally not publi- 
cized in order to protect the resi- 
dents from their abusers. 

“Women who are being bat- 
tered by their husbands need a 
safe space to go,” said Shirley 
Ranz, a boycott supporter and 
president of the Brooklyn and 
Queens chapter of the National 
Organization of Women (NOW). 

In an e-mail to the hardware 
store, Ranz blasted the owners 
for advertising on the anti-shelter 
site and said she would be boy- 
cotting the store and “telling oth- 
ers to do the same,” until they 
pulled their ad or until the site 
stopped posting the shelter’s ad- 

Contacted this week, the third- 
generation owner of Mazzone’s 
said he was shocked to learn of 
the boycott, especially since he 
received the advertising space for 

“We do not pay to advertise on 
the Web site and we do not take a 
stand on that shelter in either po- 
sition,” said owner Matt Maz- 
zone. “But anybody who plans to 
boycott that Web site would be 
boycotting every store in Carroll 
Gardens.” 

Indeed, Danny Contreras, the 
Web master and founder of the 
site, says he provides free listings 
for merchants to promote local 
business. 

“I have all the businesses list- 
ed, it’s a Carroll Gardens Yellow 
Pages,” said Contreras, a vocal 
shelter opponent and member of 
Concerned Citizens of Carroll 
Gardens, a group that has been 
posting shelter information and 
letters in opposition to the shelter 
on the Web site. 

The new facility, to be known 
as Rose House, will be run out of 
a four-family building with beds 
for 18 to 20 women and children. 
The New York Asian Women’s 
Center (NYAWC), a Manhattan- 
based organization that will run 
the facility, runs three other shel- 
ters around the city.

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Yassky: Put 
fliers in 'pail'

Sick of those pesky restau- 
rant menus and supermarket 
circulars left strewn across 
your stoop and lobby? 

So is Brooklyn Heights City 
Councilman David Yassky. 

“People come home from a 
long day at work to find the 
front steps or lobby littered with 
junk mail and their neighbor- 
hoods covered in soggy, unso- 
licited advertisements,” said 
Yassky. “Those folks shouldn’t 
have to lean down and clean up 
a mess they didn’t make.” 

In addition to being a nui- 
sance, the leaflets create a safe- 
ty hazard and can make it easy 
for criminals to guess which 
house to break into, said the 
councilman. 

Yassky says the solution is a 

Under his bill, which he calls 
“The Junk Pail Law,” houses 
and buildings would place a re- 
ceptacle outside for all unso- 
licited material. Advertisers 
whose leaflet delivery people 
did not make use of the pail 
would be subject to a fine of 
between $100 and $250.

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Owners would be required to 
post a sign with at least half- 
inch letters indicating that all 
unsolicited material be left in 
the provided receptacle. 

At a council sanitation com- 
mittee hearing on Nov. 21, 
Mary Ann Rothman, executive 
director of the Council of New 
York Cooperatives & Condo- 
miniums, praised the bill. Roth- 
man’s group represents 2,300 
buildings throughout New York 
City. 

“We get inundated by fliers 
that are slid under doors in larg- 
er buildings, posted on fences 
and walls — they fall down, 
they fly all over and create litter 
and can attract burglars,” Roth- 
man told The Brooklyn Papers 
after the hearing. 

“For the past 25 years we 
have gotten calls [complaining 
about flier dumping], but the is- 
sue is freedom of speech,” 
Rothman said. “More days than 
not I step over Chinese menus 
when I come into my office, it’s 
a small annoyance that can 
have larger repercussions.” 

Stephen Harrison, chairman 
of Community Board 10 in Bay 
Ridge, said he also resented step- 
ping onto his porch to find unso- 
licited materials strewn about. 

“The concept is solid,” Har- 
rison said of Yassky’s bill, “but 
I think it goes a little far requir- 
ing half-inch lettering. It’s not 
designed well for private 
homes.” 

Judy Stanton, executive di- 
rector of the Brooklyn Heights 
Association does not think the 
pail law goes far enough. 

“I read the draft and I think it 
really falls short of getting to 
the issue,” she said. “It accepts 
that somebody has a First 
Amendment right to come and 
put it in the pail.” 

The bill will be voted on by 
the council sanitation commit- 
tee later this month. 

Buildings aren’t the only tar- 
get to curb leaflet distribution. 

A new state law targeting 
handbills on cars recently went 
into effect giving Department 
of Sanitation workers and po- 
lice offers the authority to ticket 
handbill distributors who leave 
fliers on cars. The law authoriz- 
es them to presume that “the 
person whose name, telephone 
number or other identifying in- 
formation” is listed on an ad- 
vertisement is responsible for 
its distribution.

I Monday to Friday 
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Looking for 
Scapegoats

During recent hearings before 
the City Council, I started to won- 
der what school system Council 
Education Chair Eva Moskowitz 
and Schools Chancellor Joel Klein 
were talking about. If you believe 
them, our system is one where 
teachers have all the advantages: 
ideal working conditions, competi- 
tive pay, and strict work rules that 
make their lives easy. Meanwhile, 
teacher tenure, seniority rights and 
a defined pay schedule are respon- 
sible for all the evils in our 
schools. 

But that’s certainly not the New 
York City public school system I 
know. If it were, teachers would be 
breaking down our doors to work 
here, and would leave only after 
long careers. Instead one in four 
of our new teachers leaves within a 
year, 40 percent within three 
years. The fact is that nearly ten 
thousand New York City public 
school teachers head for the exits 
every year. Demoralized by 
oversized classes, shortages of 
equipment and supplies, and lack 
of administrative help in enforcing 
discipline, they leave for the sub- 
urbs, other careers, or retirement. 

The fictions about the city’s 
schools may produce headlines, 
but the facts are what we have to 
consider when we try to make our 
schools better. 

Tenure: Council Member 

Moskowitz and Chancellor Klein 
made much of the fiction that the 
contract shields incompetent 
teachers. 

Fact : In a member survey a few 
years ago, more than 80 percent of 
our members said they did not 
want to teach beside incompetent 
teachers, though they did insist 
that people have a process by 
which they could defend them- 
selves. 


This union and the Legislature 
have streamlined and expedited 
the teacher disciplinary process 
three times in as many contracts. 
What the chancellor says takes 
years, last year under the new 
rules took, on average, 65.5 days . 

Seniority-based assignments: 
The chancellor promotes the fiction 
that seniority keeps the most expe- 
rienced teachers from the schools 
where he believes they are most 
needed and forces new teachers 
into the most difficult settings. 

Fact : Last year, principals hired 
nearly 9,000 new teachers to fill 
vacancies, and seniority transfers 
filled about 600, less than 10% of 
the total. (Keep in mind that many 
of these 600 can simply retire. 
That’s what happened with a num- 
ber of our educational evaluators 
who were mistreated by the 
system this year and chose to 
retire rather than take inappropri- 
ate assignments). 

Fact : Many middle-class districts 
got more new teachers this fall 
than hard-to-staff areas. 

Fact : Thanks to incentives we 
worked out with the previous 
administration, hundreds of experi- 
enced teachers have been attract- 
ed to and have remained in the 
otherwise hard-to-staff schools in 
our Extended Time program. 

Single pay schedule: The chan- 
cellor says he wants to be able to 
pay more to teachers in shortage 
areas and in harder-to-staff 
schools, but the union won’t let 

Fact : In 2000 the union included 
in its contract proposals additional 
pay for teachers who earned certi- 
fication in specified shortage 
areas. We have been open to 
other similar proposals. 

Keeping good teachers: Our last 
contract raised starting salaries 



and the system made great strides 
in recruiting qualified teachers. 
The problem now is retention. 
Because if we can’t keep the qual- 
ified teachers who are hired, build- 
ing a cadre of experienced, well- 
prepared teachers becomes like 
trying to fill a bucket that has a 
hole in its bottom. It’s costly and 
counterproductive to hire thou- 
sands of well-qualified people 
every year, invest millions of dol- 
lars in incentives, orientation and 
professional development — only 
to see so many of them leave. 
Worse, it’s bad for kids. 

The Bloomberg/Klein administra- 
tion has already experienced a 
number of failures in its short 
tenure: poor planning led to 
serious overcrowding in many 
schools; thousands of new teach- 
ers went unpaid and without 
medical benefits for weeks and 
even months; lack of teacher train- 
ing in the system’s new reading 
and math curricula have made it 
very difficult for kids to grasp this 
difficult material; music and art 
programs have been decimated; 
and teachers and parents are 
bridling at supervisors’ attempts to 
micromanage everything from the 
placement of desks to the number 
of staples on bulletin boards. 

Confronted by the chaos they 
have created and faced with their 
own failure to bring positive change 
to our schools, the Bloomberg/ 
Klein administration has decided 
to scapegoat teachers by focusing 
on the fictions of the New York City 
system rather than its real needs: 
a qualified teacher in every 
classroom; the books, supplies, 
resources and disciplined atmos- 
phere that make instruction 
possible; and a relationship with 
teachers that supports rather than 
demonizes them.

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Heights man celebrates 
97 years in Brooklyn

Ninety-seven years ago 
Irving Weissler was bom in 
Cobble Hill. In 1943 he was 
married at the Kane Street 
Synagogue and moved to 
Brooklyn Heights, where he 
lives to this day. 

On Saturday, Nov. 22, this 
true son of Brooklyn celebrated 
his birthday and his long life 
with friends and well-wishers at 
Congregation Mount Sinai on 
Cadman Plaza West in Brook- 
lyn Heights. 

In Weissler’s address to the 
congregation, his comments 
ranged from possible meanings 
of his being bom on the Jewish 
Sabbath to his hopes for the fu- 
ture (housing that mixes sin- 
gles, couples, parents and the 
childless). 

“I was brought up as a reli- 
gious person,” said Weissler, 
who has been involved with 
Jewish organizations throughout 
his life. He was president of a lo- 
cal chapter of the Jewish service 
organization B'nai B’rith four 
times and has been leading a 
Torah study group at Congrega- 
tion Mount Sinai for the past 
eight years. Before that, for 
many years he led a Torah study 
group at the home of his friends 
Belle and Rubin Huffman. 

It was with the Huffmans 
that Weissler helped found the 
Brooklyn Heights Synagogue 
(where he led a retired adults 
group for five years). 

‘1 was the secret motivator for 
having a synagogue in Brooklyn

Heights,” says Weissler. I was 
coming home from a lecture at 
Brooklyn College with Rubin 
Huffman and I asked him, ‘Why 
can’t we have a synagogue in 
Brooklyn Heights?’” 

Thus inspired, Huffman sent 
out postcards, called meetings 
and eventually became the first 
president of the Reform temple 
now located at 131 Remsen St. 

Today Weissler calls himself a 
member of three Brooklyn 
Heights synagogues — the 


Brooklyn Heights Synagogue, 
the Conservative Congregation 
Mount Sinai and the Orthodox 
B’nai Avraham. 

His birthday celebrauon was 
attended by the rabbis of all three 
synagogues — Rabbi Aaron 
Raskin of B ’ nai Avraham, Rabbi 
Serge Lippe of the Brooklyn 
Heights Synagogue and Rabbi 
Joseph Potasnik of Congregation 
Mount Sinai. 

Weissler’s interests, however, 
go beyond religion. As a lawyer 


who entered the field of adver- 
tising during the Depression, he 
was president of the Specialty 
Advertising Association of 
Greater New York, and he has 
also led a retired adult group at 
the Jubilee Senior Center in 
Brooklyn Heights. 

Now that he’s reached 97, his 
goal in life is not much different 
than it was when he was 
younger: “To live long enough 
to make the world a little better 
. . . which I try to do daily.”

Shoots barbershop duet

Two men were shot inside a 
Boerum Hill barbershop just 
before noon on Nov. 29. 

A man walked into the barber- 
shop at Bond and Pacific streets 
and fired two shots into the back 
of a customer. One of those shots 
ricocheted and hit his barber in 
the right arm, police said. 

The man who was shot while 
getting his hair cut was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital in Manhattan 
where he was listed in serious 
but not life-threatening condi- 
tion, according to police. The 
barber was treated at Lutheran 
Medical Center and released. 

Saturday’s incident marked 
the first shooting this year in 
Boerum Hill, according to 
Deputy Inspector Christopher 
Rising, commanding officer of 
the 84th JYecinct. 

While there have been six 
shootings this year precinct- 
wide, there have been no shoot- 
ing-related homicides. The 
precinct’s first homicide of the 
year occurred last week when a 
man was stabbed to death just 
outside the Fulton Mall in the 
middle of the day. That incident 
is still under investigation.

The rezoning plan was put 
forth at the urging of Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg as a means 
of turning Downtown Brooklyn 
into a magnet for corporate back- 
office space that might otherwise 
settle in New Jersey. The city 
hopes to attract $3 billion in pri- 
vate investment to the area. 

The Uniform Land Use Re- 
view Procedure for review of 
the application will include 
public hearings before Commu- 
nity Board 2, Borough Presi- 
dent Marty Markowitz, the City 
Planning Commission and the 
City Council. 

The city would invest $100 
million under the plan to help 
create 4.5 million square feet of 
new office space, 1,000 new 
units of housing and 900,000 
square feet of retail space in the 
area generally bounded by Tillary 
Street, Atlantic Avenue, Flatbush 
Avenue and Court Street. 

“This is one of the most 
complex and comprehensive re- 
zonings that City Planning has 
ever undertaken,” City Plan- 
ning Director Amanda Burden 
said at a news conference in 


Manhattan just before the plans 
were officially certified Mon- 
day morning. 

As part of the plan, Flatbush 
Avenue would also get a major 
makeover “to make it one of 
the great avenues of the city,” 
Burden said. 

While four new parking lots 
with roughly 2,000 public park- 
ing spaces would be created, 
the same number would be lost 
under the plan, said Myer. 

Responding to the loss of 
2 1 ,000 city jobs to New Jersey 
in the 1990s, the Bloomberg 
administration along with the 
Downtown Brooklyn Council 
created the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Plan, announced in the 
wake of 9-11. 

The mayor pledged to fund 
the $100 million in infrastruc- 
ture improvements and con- 
struction over the next 10 years, 
with much of the money com- 


ing in the first few years, but 
the project would still be large- 
ly dependent on market condi- 
tions and the ability to lure 
businesses and developers. 

To deal with traffic, the De- 
partment of Transportation had 
dedicated a full-time coordina- 
tor to study traffic conditions 
that might arise as a result of 
the plan. 

While no height limits have 
been set for the commercial ar- 
eas — although there are densi- 
ty restrictions — planners antic- 
ipate developers will build no 
higher than 30 to 35 stories. 

With the city certifying the 
plan, Community Board 2 now 
has 60 days to hold a public 
hearing on the matter and offer 
a recommendation from its 
committees and full board. The 
borough president then has 30 
days to offer a recommendation 
before it goes to the City Plan- 
ning Commission for up to 60 
days. Should City Planning ap- 
prove the application, the City 
Council then has up to 50 days 


to rule on the matter. 

Representatives from City 
Planning and the Economic De- 
velopment Corporation will be 
holding public meetings with 
three CB2 committees to discuss 
the plan over the next month. 

The Parks and Recreation 
committee will meet on Mon- 
day, Dec. 15, with a discussion 
about open space in the plan at 
6 pm, in the main dining room 
of the Brooklyn Hospital Cen- 
ter, 121 DeKalb Ave. in Fort 
Greene. 

The Traffic and Transporta- 
tion committee will meet at the 
New York City College of 
Technology, 300 Jay St., in 
room N-307, at 6 pm on Tues- 
day, Dec. 16. 

The Land Use committee 
will meet at Polytechnic Uni- 
versity, at 5 Metrotech, room 
LC-400, on Wednesday, Dec. 

The first public hearing on 
the Downtown plan before the 
full board will be held in early 
January.

police precincts. 

To forge ties with the com- 
munity, the center also runs lit- 
tle league teams in the spring 
and sponsors movies in Coffey 
Park in the summer. 

So is ail of this working? Sta- 
tistics released by the police de- 
partment this week indicate it is. 

For the first time in almost 
35 years the 76th Precinct, 
which encompasses Red Hook, 
reported no murders for the past 
12 months. 

That says a lot for a commu- 
nity that made headlines 11 years 
ago when Patrick Daly, principal 
of PS 15 onSullivan Street near 
Van Brunt Street was killed in 
drug-related crossfire while try- 
ing to find a student who had left 

“I don’t think as a police de- 
partment we can take all the 
credit,” said Capt. Thomas Har- 
ris, commanding officer of the 
76th Precinct, adding, “It’s 
probably a lot of luck and cer- 
tainly the community, the jus- 
tice center and police depart- 
ment working hand in hand.” 

As for the justice center, 
Harris called it “phenomenal” 
and heralded it as an invaluable 
resource for the community. 

“You actually look at the per- 
son and not just the crime they’re 
arrested for,” Harris said. 

To prepare their Liverpool 
justice center, law enforcement 
officials from Great Britain will 
be visiting Red Hook this week 


and meeting with Harris and of- 
ficers from the 76th Precinct to 
discuss ways to combat crime 
and work together with the jus- 

The Red Hook community 
has also welcomed the center 
with open arms. 

John McGettrick, co-chair of 
the Red Hook Civic Associa- 
tion, which worked closely with 
the center’s organizers, called 
the facility a “bright spot for the 
entire Red Hook community. 

Back in April, British Home 
Secretary David Blunkett and 
Lord Chancellor Derry Irvine 
announce d plans to develop 
community justice centers 
throughout England and Wales. 
The Liverpool site was an- 
nounced in September and will 
also be housed in a renovated 
building. 

Adam Mansky, director of op- 
erations for the Center for Court 
Innovation, the de facto research 
and development arm of the state 
court system, and the original di- 
rector of the Red Hook justice 
center, said it was exciting to see 
the model replicated. 

“It’s encouraging to see that 
people around the country and 
around the world are realizing 
that this project in the small 
neighborhood of Red Hook is an 
important innovauon mat is 
worth replicating,” Mansky said. 

The court hears more than 
10,000 cases a year from the 
72nd, 76th and 78th precincts, 
which includes the neighbor- 


hoods of Sunset Park, Park 
Slope, Downtown Brooklyn, 
Boerum Hill, Carroll Gardens 
and Cobble Hill. 

Once a rough and tumble 
neighborhood where a young 
A1 Capone started his infamous 
criminal career, Red Hook was 
also a thriving working water- 
front community jutting out 
into the New York Harbor. But 
the population has declined 
more than 50 percent in the past 
40 years, according to McGet- 
trick. 

Roughly 65 percent of the 
neighborhood’s 11,000 residents 
live in the Red Hook Houses, 
one of the city’s first and largest 
public housing projects, built in 
1938. But since the 1970s, the 
quiet, uncluttered neighborhood 
has also attracted artists and oth- 
ers drawn to the post-industrial 
waterfront charm of the north- 
western portion of the neighbor- 
hood, often referred to as “The 
Back.” 

In addition to focusing on a 
new brand of justice, the center 
has given great thought to its 
physical space. Instead of bars 
on cells there is security glass 
and whitewashed walls. 

The courtroom is light and 
open with white window shades. 

“The message from the mo- 
ment they walk in is that we’re 
doing justice differently,” said 
Robert Feldstein, director of the 
Red Hook justice center. 

Asked what has made the 
center success, Mansky added, “I 
think we’re sending the message 
the criminal justice center cares 
about the community and it ad- 
dresses the issues that affect it.”

“We're talking about people that are being extremely immature 
and extremely ignorant,” Contreras said of the boycotters. 

Asked about posting the shelter address, Contreras, who said he 
was preparing to launch a series of cartoons about the shelter debate, 
said he pulled it from the site and now only provides links to other 
sites that may list the information. 

When asked Sunday about a letter on his Web site that still listed 
the address, Contreras said he did not realize it was there and would 
erase it immediately. That letter was still posted on Tuesday. 

“It doesn’t make sense for me to stop people from knowing what’s 
going on,” Contreras said of links to other Web sites that list the address. 

So far, Contreras said he had not received complaints from any 
of his advertisers and if anything, the controversy was bringing 
more traffic to the site. 

“I just think the whole thing is utter nonsense. It doesn’t seem to 
make any sense. They’re going against their own community,” Con- 

“I think calling for a boycott is an example of the shortsighted- 
ness and stupidity of the proponents to the shelter because this is not 
just about a single shelter, this is an issue that concerns all neighbor- 
hoods in the city and that is pop-up shelters,” said Salvatore Russo, 
an attorney and founder of Concerned Citizens of Carroll Gardens. 

Much of the neighborhood resistance to the shelter, said Russo, 
stems from the lack of community notification. 

But according to Howard Graubard, a community activist and 
founder of Carroll Gardens Supports Children and Abused Moms 
Proudly (CG-SCAMP), the idea for the boycott came from Russo, 
who at an earlier public meeting on the shelter advocated a boycott 
of William B. May, the real estate company that brokered the sale to 
the shelter operators. 

While the shelter has yet to open its doors it has already spurred a 
flurry of controversy. 

Opponents of the shelter who say that the location is inappropri- 
ate and will “stick out like a sore thumb” on a block with just 80 res- 
idents have also objected to NYWAC “sneaking into the neighbor- 
hood” without informing residents or local elected officials. 

Just last week, those opponents took NYWAC to court trying to 
bar the organization from opening the shelter. They claimed it vio- 
lated zoning regulations. 

That request was shot down by a Brooklyn Supreme Court judge 
and NYWAC began moving furniture into the shelter just before 
Thanksgiving. 

“We have every intention — we have every legal grounds to move 
in, and we intend to do so,” said NYAWC chairwoman Kyung Yoon . 

As for the boycott, Yoon said, “We are just heartened by the com- 
munity support that we have received from those who are clearly 
trying to make the point that these opponents — and the kind of tac- 
tics that they’re using — that they are not speaking for the entire 
community. We are just heartened by their expressions of support.”

“[Walentas] is doing a lot for Downtown Brooklyn but he does- 
n’t use union labor very often and if he is going to be a big part of 
building up downtown, he is going to have to listen to the concerns 
of these unions,” said Yassky spokesman Evan Thies. 

“We bid all the jobs out and get the best people at the best price,” 
said David Walentas. “We had union demolition, union excavation, 
and we have the best and most qualified contractor.” 

The $14 million Dodge YMCA was funded with a $2 million 
grant from the Dodge Foundation, longtime supporters of the 
YMCA. Two Trees also donated $4 million in construction costs. 

The new facility, named in honor of the Dodge family of bene- 
factors, will feature a six-lane swimming pool, full-sized gym, child 
care classroom, community computer center, fitness center, teen 
center and a variety of after-school programs, English as a Second 
Language classes, and social activities for senior citizens.

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Bollywood or bust 

BAMcinematek series will screen the latest films from India 




“Saturday Night Fever,” ‘The Sound of Mu- 
sic” and “E.T.” 

The leap of faith that the script requires hum 
the viewer is just short of cruel, but it succeeds, 
in part, because of the great performances. 
(Dec. 14 at 3 pm and 7 pm.) 

Ashutosh Gowariker’s 2001 film “Lagaan” 
is one for the boys — boys who love cricket 
that is. The fate of a small village rests on a wa- 
ger made over the outcome of a cricket match 
between British officers 
(the title refers to taxes 
in the form of grain) 
and an Indian team led 
by Bhuvan, played by 
Aamir Khan (akin to a 
young Frankie Avalon). 

The hero is not afraid 
to cry, is a dutiful son to 
his mother, encourages 
the town to band to- 
gether and unknowingly wins the affection of a 
British woman named Elizabeth (Rachel 
Shelly), who defies her masochistic brother, 
Capt. Russell (Paul Blackthome), to secretly 
coach Bhuvan and his team in cricket 

Unfortunately for this viewer, the baffling 
rules of cricket made this nearly four-hour film 
a snoozer for me. (Dec. 6 at 2 pm and 7 pm.) 

Santosh Sivan’s 2001 “Asoka,” also star- 
ring (you guessed it!), Shah Rukh Khan as 
the title character is loosely based on the 
third emperor of the Mauryan Empire (325- 
184 BC). “Asoka” is a violent warlord whose 


love for a princess causes him to renounce 
his ways, but not before waging (R-rated) 
bloody batdes. 

“Asoka” has a lovely patina to it, setting it 
apart from the saturated colors of many Bolly- 
wood films. Unfortunately the modem musical 
numbers, including one where Princess Kaur- 
waki (Kareena Kapoor) appears to be dancing 
a tribute to Tina Turner in “Mad Max Beyond 
Thunderdome,” detracts from the film, which 
is set in ancient 
times. There are 
also jarring mo- 
ments of comic re- 
lief, in an otherwise 
intense, intrigue- 
filled story, courtesy 
of the dunce, Virat 
(Danny Denzong- 
pa). (Dec. 7 at 3 pm 
and 7 pm.) 

But the series isn’t solely committed to 
song-and-dance extravaganzas. Ram Gopal 
Varma’s 2003 film “Bhoot,” which opens the 
series on Dec. 5 at 2 pm, 4:30 pm, 6:50 pm 
and 9:10 pm, is a ghost story without either. 

Here’s hoping that variations of this Indian 
film series — like the holidays — return to 
BAMcinematek for years to come. 

Oh, and don’t forget to call your mother.

For most kooky, family-friendly Indian film, 
the award goes to Rakesh Roshan’s “I Found 
Someone (Koi. . .Mil Gaya),” a rare (in India) 
sci-fi flick, which stars Hrithik Roshan. He 
plays Rohit, the son of a scientist who makes 
contact with aliens and abruptly dies. Rohit is a 
mentally disabled, likeable young misfit who 
manages to win the love of the beautiful, smart 
Nisha (Preity Zinta) as well as the friendship of 
the blue alien Jadoo (Magic). 

The film pays homage to “Star Wars,” 


I t may seem an odd choice for a holiday sea- 
son dominated by Christmas and Hanukkah 
celebrations, but BAMcinematek’s latest 
film series, “Bollywood Shuffle” — a collec- 
tion of nine recent films from India — is a per- 
fect thematic fit. 

These “Bollywood” films are filled with the 
universally embraced themes of filial devotion, 
tradition and faith — albeit to predominantly 
Hindu deities. 

The films are largely escapist fare with lav- 
ish musical numbers and innumerable exqui- 
site, colorful costumes — worn by spectacular- 
ly beautiful actresses with eyes as big as saucers 
— that have lately influenced the design of 
everything in America from women’s fashion 
to home furnishings. 

The series also includes an art film of sorts 
— Buddhadev Dasgupta’s gloomy, unclut- 
tered, S-L-O-W-paced ‘Tale of a Naughty Girl 
(Manda Meyer Upakhyan),” about the slim 
prospects for the daughter of a manipulative, 
selfish prostitute in 1969 (Dec. 12 at 2, 4:30, 
6:50 and 9:10 pm) and a documentary, Anand 
Patwardhan’s film about the ongoing conflict 
between India and Pakistan, “War and Peace 
(Jang Aur Aman)” — screening Dec. 19 at 2, 
5 and 8 pm]. 

My favorite film in this series was the soap 
opera-like Shah Rukh Khan vehicle, “Devdas” 
(2002), directed by Sanjay Leela Bhansali. Set 
in the early 20th century, the film is replete with 
star-crossed lovers (Khan as the title character, 
an anti-hero with pillow Ups, and Aishwarya 
Rai as his childhood sweetheart Paro) and a 
hooker with a heart of gold (Madhuri Dixit as 
Chandramukbi) in a love triangle mirroring the 
mythical relationships between Krishna, Radha 
and Meera 

“Devdas” also has the strong mother-and- 
son relationship that is typical of the films in 
this series. Based on the 1917 novel by Sarat 
Chandra Chattopadhye, “Devdas” is an epic 
love story set in sumptuous surroundings. It 
screens Dec. 20 at 2 pm and 7 pm.) 

“Sometimes Joy, Sometimes Sorrow (Kabhi 
Khushi Kabhie Gham),” Karan Johar’s 2001 
film also stars the ubiquitous actor Shah Rukh 
Khan as the son, Rahul, who — after making a 
jaw-droppingly dramatic entrance via helicop- 
ter — refuses to marry the girl his father ap- 
proves of, setting off a pitched battle that rends 
the family apart. 

The film was riveting until the intermission. 
After that, the story switches to London where 
disowned Rahul has run with his new wife, An- 
jali (the irrepressible Kajol) and her flirtatious 
younger sister, Pooja (Kareena Kapoor). The 
blockbuster — also known as K3G — screens 
Dec. 13 at 2 pm and 7 pm.

T he Charlie Pineapple The- 
ater Company is located 
on a quiet street in 
Williamsburg. The theater 
seats two dozen people and 
has no fancy stage trappings. 
But if the company’s latest 
production, “Danny and the 
Deep Blue Sea,” is any indica- 
tion, it is here that you may 
see some of the best drama 
this side of the East River, or 
perhaps the Mississippi. 

“Danny and the Deep Blue 
Sea” was the first published 
play of John Patrick Shanley, a 
native New Yorker best known 
for his screenplay of the 1987 
film, “Moonstruck,” which 
starred Cher and Nicolas Cage. 

“Danny and the Deep Blue 
Sea” was originally presented 
as a staged reading at the 1983 
National Playwrights Confer- 
ence at the Eugene O’Neill 
Memorial Theater Center in 
Waterford, Conn. It received 
its professional premiere at 
Actors Theatre of Louisville in 
February 1984, and in June 
1984, it opened at the Circle in 
the Square Theatre in New 
York City. 

The play is subtitled “An 
Apache Dance.” Originated by 
Parisian ruffians, this dance is 
performed as a violent con- 
frontation between two people. 

In “Danny and the Deep 
Blue Sea,” the con- _ 
frontation is be- 
tween Roberta (Sue 
Ball) and Danny 
(Ian Kirch), two vi- 
olent and depressed 
borderline psycho- 

their lives when 
they might other- 
wise have jumped into the 

From the moment the lights 
go up on Danny and Roberta 
drinking beer at their separate 
tables, director Mark VanDer- 
Beets keeps a steady tension 
going. In fact, the unrelenting 
misery of these two outcasts 
who are trapped in their own 
guilt and fury is so overpower- 
ing during the first half-hour of 
the play, it can be difficult to re-

The anxiety produced by the 
play is directly proportional to 
the rewards of watching it 
through to the end. 

Danny and Roberta are not 
people most of us would like to 
know. Danny is a paranoid 
truck driver who is known as 
the “Beast” thanks to his con- 
stant brawling. He believes he 
may have killed his last victim 
after repeatedly punching him 
in the face and finally stomping 
on his chest. He sometimes

feels he is choking, his heart is 
failing, and he is dying. He 
longs for peace. 

Roberta is 3 1 and the mother 
of a 13-year-old who, she ad- 
mits, is “messed up.” She has 
committed incest with her fa- 
ther (whom she hates) mostly as 
a way to curry favor and exert 
power. She still lives in her par- 
ents’ home, and although she 
thinks her mother is unaware of 
her unnatural activities with her 


father, she insists that her moth- 
er’s eyes follow her wherever 
she goes. She feels she cannot 
escape, but she longs for ro- 
mance and a caring touch. 

Roberta and Danny speak 
the vulgar, disturbed language 
that rises from the gutter and the 
depth of their anguish. 

Ball and Kirch perform mag- 
nificently in roles that are unde- 
niably exhausting. Except for a 
few brief moments between the 
bar scene and the scene in 
Roberta’s bedroom, where she 
eventually convinces Danny to 
make love to her, they are never 
offstage. Much of this time is 
spent cursing, striking, sobbing 
and throwing objects. The emo- 
tional energy is tremendous — 
and miraculously, always under 
perfect control. (Hats off to 
VanDerBeets here, too.) 

But perhaps most inspiring to 
watch is the way Ball and Kirch 
take their characters through the 
painful stages to what turns out 
to be (beautifully and believ- 
ably) a simple love story. 

One reason “Danny and the 
Deep Blue Sea” is so discon- 
certing may be that it brings out 
the demons we all harbor: lone- 
liness, isolation, fear and the 
memories and dreams we try to 
keep from the light of day. 
Surely what makes it so re- 
warding is the inexorable road 
to salvation it presents — a 
road that is paved with forgive- 
ness and hope.

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Dealing with hubby's ex 


Q: “My husband’s ex- 
wife does not want to see 
me, hear my voice or other- 
wise have anything to do 
with me. Their two sons visit 
every other weekend and 
one weeknight. How can I 
get her to cooperate with 
me?” — a stepmother 

A: Butt out, several ex- 
wives say. The boys’ father 
needs to handle schedules and 
pickups, not subcontract the 
job. What about when Dad 
doesn’t want to hear his ex- 
wife’s voice? One mother of 
two teenagers and her ex-hus- 
band only communicate by 
registered mail. 

As children across the 
country prepare to divide their 
winter breaks between two 
homes, many of their sched- 
ules are timed to the hour. The 
back and forth isn’t what’s 
tough; it’s the emotional bag- 
gage they drag along. 

Do you badmouth your ex 
in front of your kids? Compete 
over gifts? Send your kids on 
guilt trips? How well children 
adjust after a divorce depends 



on how their parents behave, than 25 years, 
researchers have found.

and a nasty attitude toward 
one household. 

“For the children’s sake, it 
would he best if the mother 
would shield the hoys from 
her own hostility,” says War- 
shak. “If the situation is 
fraught with tension, the father 
needs to act as a buffer, not 
because the mother is justi- 
fied, but to spare the children 
unnecessary stress.” 

Anger and hurt over di- 
vorce can often blind parents 
to the impact their behavior 
has on their children, says 
Warshak. Setting kids up to 
choose between the two 
homes can be gut-wrenching. 
Ease the way by preparing 
your kids for each transition, 
having them ready on time, 
and saving your tears and 
gripes until they’re gone. 

It’s unrealistic for a mother 
to declare she will never see 
or hear her children’s step- 
mother. Warshak says, but she 
can set boundaries: No intru- 
sion on medical care or hair- 
cuts, for example. 

A reader has advised her 


daughter, who has stepchil- 
dren: “Keep taking the high 
road, and never badmouth the 
mother to the kids. It hasn’t 
been easy, but my daughter’s 
relationship with her stepkids 
has gotten better and better.” 

Reader Ann Scott suggests 
the new wife should defer to 
the parents if there’s a conflict. 
However, she needs to be part 
of the team, or she’ll have no 
authority over the boys. 

Scott, the custodial parent 
of a 15-year-old girl and a 12- 
year-old boy, has been di- 
vorced for three years. What 
will benefit everyone the most 
is for the stepmother to help 
her husband cooperate with 
the mother to parent their chil- 
dren. “Encourage him to take 
an active part in their lives ... 
to let his children know that 
he cares, and he loves them,” 
Scott says. 

“As the ex-wife learns that 
the new wife wants what’s 
best for the children, and is 
trying to help, not interfere or 
take her place as the mother, 
I’m sure their relationship will 
improve,” Scott says. 

Other viewpoints: 

•“It is out of your hands 
whether the ex-wife cooper- 
ates with you. Try family 
counseling to help the boys 
deal with what must be a 
stressful atmosphere.” — a 
stepmother. 

• “It’s not your job, it’s your 
husband’s job to get the ex- 
wife to cooperate. Take your- 
self out of this schoolyard tri- 
angle. The three of you need 
to meet and tell the ex-wife 
you will help with the sched- 
ules. I did the same thing 
within a few months of my 
marriage years ago. We have 
been happy since.” — a step- 
mother. 

• “The new wife can work 
out with her husband if he 
wants her to do the grunt work 
of parenting (chauffeuring the
